FATHER LILLY. 



The Noted Dominican Priest 
Paasaa Away In New 
York City. 



The Rev. M. D. Lilly, for more than 
thirty years I^'ather Sui>erior of the 
Church of St. V incent Ferror, is dead at 
his home in this city, says a New York 
Associated Press Dispatch of Wednesday. 
He bad been blind for the last four years. 
He waa prostrated by heat early in July, 
and grew steadily worae. Father Lilly 
was bom ia Coanty Pennanagh, Ireland, 
about seventy yeers ago. He cane to 
this country when a man, and lived at 
Memphis, Tenn., until he joined the 
Dominican Order, a year later, at St. 
Joseph's, Perry Coimty, Ohio. While 
still a young man he became Presiilent 
of the Dominican College there. This 
position he held mitil he i ip;. iiM- 
about 1867. At that time he was made 
Father Superior of St. Vincent Ferror 
'parish. When Father Lilly took charge 
of St. 'innceat'a it was ia its infancy, 
but in his hands it waa bailt up and ex- 
tended until it became the extensive 
parish that it is to<Iay. Father Lilly, at 
two different times, presided over the 
Eastern province, as it is known in the 
Dominican order, which includea.all the 
churches of the order in this ooaatry 
east of the Rocky Mountains.

Almighty God has made exile subsidiary 
to higher, holier purposes because He has 
made the Irish people the foremost ^mong 
the missionsrles the church has got 
thronghout the world. 

"Without any aphit of exaggeration I 
can say that, so far as the United States 
lie Liinceriieil, there is not a town, city 
■ r hamlet which has not been sanctified 
!iy the preaching of Irish Catholic priests 
and has not been served by noble Catho- 
lic men and women from Ireland. Rut 
for their labors and piety we could not 
today boast of the mark of progress of 
reli|^ in America. Of course other 
nationa are cooperating with the Irish, 
German, French and Americana, but 
Ireland baa borne the foremost part. 

"Though we have splendid monuments 
of religion in America, (Jueenstown's 
great Cathedral church is fit to take rank 
with any. I looked at it tonight with 
piide, mingled with the sentiment of 
envy that I have not a Cathedral of its 
age. The future of the church in Irelan<1, 
aa well as the church in America, de- 
pends on the seal, piety and devotion of 
the rising generation. Let me have the 
nmking of the young men of Ireland, 
then I do not care who takes cere of the

mature generation. The young aien of 
Ireland have a great destiny before them. 
Although my ancestors were Irish sad I 
love IreUud, yet I was Born ia Balti m o r e, 
and the United State is my mother eoaa* 
try." 

The Cardinal's eloquence waa gr ea tl y 
appreciated and applauded. 

Cardinal Gibbona advised the youth of 
Ireland, in an addreas at Wexford, to re- 
main at home and employ their best 
energy and enterprise in their own land. 
No man or woman who can eke out a 
livelihood in Ireland is well sdvissd, he 
thinks, to emigrate to Americs and enter 
upon a keen, almost desperate, struggle 
for existence under the trying circum- 
stance* there. Ireland is blessed with a 
delightful climate, he pointed out, and 
extremes are unknown there, whereas in 
America these extremes are a serious 
drawback to life. F.verywhere in Ireland, 
the dergy have told him, the one vice of 
the country is intemperance. He adviaed 
the pretty young ladies among bis audi- 
ence -to marry only men who abstain 
from drink. The multiplidty of public 
hottses all over Ireland pained and anr- 
prise<l him. The cauae of tcapeiaacc 
can make little progress until they are 
reduced.

The World's special correspondent 
cables from London that Ireland has a 
period of great trouble and trial immedi- 
ately ahead it is fearad. Bngland's new 
panacea for Irish ills is to reduce the 
Irish rep rsss n ta t i o B in the British Parlia- 
ment from'lOS nembers to seventy and 
to redistrict Ireland so ss to give a large 
proportion of the seats to the small area 
in Ulster which returns anti-Nationalist 
members. At the same time a drastic 
revision of the rules of Parliamentary 
procedure is contein]>lated, expressly 
ilrafted so as to neutralize the activhies 
of a minority of the dimensions the 
Irish Nationalists are expected to return 
under the new dispensation. 

Ireland was gturanteed aa irredndble 
minimum of ICS members under the act 
of union, but this pledge is to be violated. 
The plea is that representation is to be 
liased absolutely on the population. 

These measures are the expression of 
the violent anti-Irish feeling prevalent 
.imong the majority of luigli'.hiuen, a 
feeling intensified by the Irish di.sap- 
proval of the South African war. The 
Irish leaders naturally regard this policy 
with indignation and will fight it irrecon 
dlaUy. They had succeeded after many 
years in weaning the people of Ireland 
from sympathy with and support of 
secret movements, convincing them that 
Ireland could achieve her rights by reli- 
ance on Parliamentary elTort. Now the 
Irish representation in Parliament is to 
be reduced to nullity. 

This withdrawal of con.stitutioaal 
rights is not made utuiei the si 
violent agitation <ir distnifoance. The 
crimiaal atatiatics diow that Ireland has 
the least crime of any country in the 
world. Bzcept for a few offenses of an 
inconsiderable charader arising from 
agrarian troubles in one or two district 
Ireland would be practically withoui 
crime. The Nationalists expect that the 
new policy will inevitably provoke a 
renewal of the revolutionary moycmen'. 

The Irish party has triumphantly close. I 
the session of Parliament by getting the 
editor and the publiaher of the Globe, 
one of their bitterest, most virulent as- 
sailants in the Baglish press, sahjected 
to the htunlHatioa of bdi^ brought to 
^he bar of the House of Commons and 
reprimanded by the Speaker for accusing 
the Irish menibets of corruption. The 
unsuccessful attempt of the ('IoIht men 
to evade withdrawing the charges, for 
which they could not allege an atom of 
foundation, only intensified the indignity 
of their position and accentuated the tri- 
umph of the Irish party. 

The whole London p ress with the sole 
exception of Aster's paper, which waa 
silent— joins in declaring that, whatever 
may be said of the Irish party politically, 
nothing has ever happened to warrant the 
slightest imputation of financial co- 
tion. The writer of the edilori- 
which the editor and publisher suffered 
was Lord Mountmorres, a poor Irish 
\ieer, who.se father was murdered in ISSi) 
at the ))egiuning of the land agitation.

IN HOC SIQNO VINCES. 



These words now conspicuously 
displayed about the city have ex- 
cited some curiosity as to their 
meaning and origin. The emblem 
of the Kn^hts Templar, who hold 
their ooodave here next week, is 
the Maltese cross and the motto 
^'In hoc signo vinces" — In this 
sign wilt thou conquer. 
The emblem is as old as Chris- 
^IBBty: — Tfie ^origin of the motto 
dates back to the Roman Kmpire. 
The Christian church was persecut- 
ed from its incipiency, driven from 
the cast to the west, snd had al- 
most ceased to exist except in the 
Roman Empire, then torn by dis- 
senston and divided Into the eastern 
and western, and though, like 
Christianity, threatened with ex- 
tinction by the barbarians of the 
east and north, who also cruelly 
persecuted the Christians, Chris- 
tianity and civilization as well were 
receding to the west before the 
barbarian invaders, who ravaged 
with fire and sword, glaring noth- 
ing. 

Constantine, Kmperor of the 
Eastern Roman Empire, for whom 
Constantinople was named, was a 
convert to Christianity, and strove 
alously to defend and advance 
ity as had his p redec es sors 
to destroy. He adopted as his 
standard the Maltese cross and his 
motto, "In hoc signo vinces. " His 
Roman legkiis fbllowing this stand- 
ard def^ted the barbarians and 
drove them beyond his borders, and 
his empire became the cradle where 
Christiaaity was nurtured and from 
which it spread to Western Europe. 

But Constantine did not destroy 
though he broke for a time the 
power of the barbarians, who in 
time overran all the Eastern empire 
aud Central Europe, leaving only 
deaolatioii in tbeir wake. Christi- 
anity and dvilization were confined 
to a narrow strip on the western 
and southern coasts of Europe. 
The Christian powers, unable to 
singly resist the invader, combined 
in various organizations, military 
in character, to defend aud further 
Christianity, and then came the 
Crusades. Prominent among those 
organizations was the Hnights of 
Malta. The standard and motto of 
all the Crusades were those of Con- 
stantine, and thus were they per- 
petuated. With the final success 
of the Crusades in crushing the 
power of the barbarian hordes, and 
thus relieving all Europe of danger, 
briatianity found another means 
han the sword necessary for its 
efense and furtherance — preach- 
g and teaching—and missiouary 



and educational orders replaced the 
military, which gradually ceased 
to be religious, became divided as 
to nationality, and moat of them 
disbanded. 

The Knights of kalta continued 
in existence longest, but finally 
divided and deteriorated until only 
a small body claiming that name 
remained, and they finally dis- 
banded as an organization. At- 
tempts to reform the order were 
made by kings and nobles, and it 
is chdmed that the Masonic Knights 
Templar of today trace their ori- 
gin to the Knights of the Crusades, 
and they have as their standard the 
Maltese cross and their motto, "In 
hoc signo vinces." 



TO PORCe A snKB. 

A strike of 30,000 cotton mill 
operatives is in prospect in the Pall 
River, Mass., district against a pro- 
posed reduction of 15 per cent, in 
their wages. As tlds is die only 
proposed reduction of wages by em- 
ployers in the past two years it has 
catised surprise and comment, but 
the reason thereof is made clear by 
Mr. Matthew Borden in an inter- 
view. He is a millionaire cotton 
mill owner, but not connected wHh 
the Manufacturers' Association that 
proposed the reduction of wages, and 
his mills are not involved in the 
threatened strike. Mr. Borden has 
never had trouble with his employes, 
and has frequently aided in prevent- 
ing or adjusting labor troubles in 
other cotton mills. He says: 

"The mill owners are seeking to 
force a strike in order to dispose of 
a surplus of goods that at present 
is choking the mills. They have 
proceeded in a somewhat unusual 
manner by announcing far in ad- 
vance a cut in wages. The object, 
it seems to me, is to produce a 
strike among the operatives and in 
that manner accomplish a curtail- 
ment of goods. Personally I don't 
approve of this way of ddag busi- 
ness. It would be far better, more 
business-like and manly to meet the 
issue squarely, lay the case before 
the men and expkin the necessity 
for the temporary lay-off. The men 
are honest and have, I believe, the 
best interests of their employers at 
heart and would be willing to ac- 
cept such a condition philosoph- 
ically and in a manner becoming 
sensible men." 

A cut of 15 per cent, in wages is 
a .serious matter and will work great 
hardship in Massachusetts, where 
the cost of living is high. The 
employes declare it means less than 
living wages and will certainly 
cause a strike if the order is not 
withdrawn before September 3^ 
This is one of the not infrequent 
cases where it is the employers who 
force trouble in labor matters. And 
yet "hibor agiUtors" and "walking 
delegatea" are condemned for caus- 
ing strikes. As a rule nowadays it 
is not the labor union that is to 
blame for strikes. Labor unions 
oppose strikes and only resort to 
them as a last alternative against 
injustice and wrong — a fact the 
American public are coming to un- 
derstand. 



and turned loose savage Indians on 
the Americans in the Revolution 
and again in the War of 1812.

The 
Boer war has placed England on 
the defensive in more than mere 
military prestige. It is showing to 
the world her true hypocritical and 
cruel character.

The 
Liberal Independents are preparing 
for an active campaign in the au- 
tumn, and several of their prom' 
nent men speak at public meetings 
in October and November. The 
idea that Roseberry may be induced 
to come hick, if only a sufficient 
amount of public approval be se 
cured for the views which he 
affirms, is at the bottom of the 
movement. The shrewder men 
among the Liberal Independents 
themselves fully recognize that 
when the war is o%'er the whole 
situation will have to be conridered 
afresh."

At the recent annotf eacnraion of the 
Waahington Hibemiana the principal 
speaker waa Terence V. Powdarly, whime 
intensely eloquent addreaa evelMd moat 

enthusiastic applauae' from hia bearers. 
His speech is one that should be read by 
young Irishmen, and for that naaOB we 
print the following jxjrtions: 

When 1 inquired what subject I would 
be expected to discuss with you this 
evening, the answer I received was, "Oh, 
aaya few words on the Irish question." 
The Iriah queation ia one that can not be 
diapoaed of in a few worda, nor can the 
tale be told by everybody. While I feel 
complimented and honored in being ae- 
lected to talk on a th^e ao old, ao fruit- 
ful, and indeed so inairiring, I must ad- 
mit my lack of ability to do justice to the 
subject, fi<r the Irish question is the 
story of a nation's hopes, heart-breaking 
failurea, victories, triumphs, reverses and 
ancceaaea. It is a story so interwoven 
with aadneaa and tears as to require in 
one approaching it the elementa of the 
artist aa wdl aa the orator. It ia not a 
atory that can be told in a few wocda, 
and it ia one that ahould not and can not 
be lightly dealt with. 

I shall not attempt to discuss the Irish 
question to-night, and will say but a few 
words on some phases of it as tliey (Kcur 
to me. Those who discuss Irish affairs, 
and particularly the Irishman, are apt to 
stop short of his true character aud true 
nature, for the world baa been taught to 
regard the Iriabman aa a warrior, n 
fighter, forgetful of the greater fact 
beyond, that he is sentimental aa well as 
brave, Skilled in the arts of peace much 
better than in the science of warfare, and 
that the tracing of his master hand may 
be found upou the map of every civilized 
nation on earth. 

We frequently hear it said, in a joking 
way, that the Irishman makes a gotxl 
policeman. I admit that the indictment 
is well laid, but it ahooU be remembered 
that a policeman is the conservator of 
peace, that it ia hia dutjr to prevent the 
unruly, tb6 riotouf wad the criminal froiu 
exercising their vocations. To be a goo<l 
policeman is to be a good citi/.eu, and 
surely no Iriilitnan need blush when 
charged with an offense of th tt kiliil. 
Lest we forget, it is well to recall the 
fact that if the Irish policeman's club 
guards the peace of cities, the Irishman's 
aword baa carved the foundation atones 
of many a nation, and hia pen baa written 
the oonatitutiooa of kingdoma and oom- 
mon wealths. 

There niuat be a aaaaon why men re- 
gard the Irish as warlike; they were not 
always so regarded. It la tme that 
Iriahmen fight the battlea and are to be 
found in the armies of all nationa, but 
that does not argue that they are not aa 
skilled in the arts of peace as in war. 

When the Irish people were charged 
with idleness, one of England's foremost 
men, John Bright, gave testimony in 
their behalf in these worda: "Th^ are 
the hardest working people in the wdtld; 
they are willing, effective aad geaarous 
with their muacle and brain." Ireland 
was once a prosperous nation, and her 
marts of trade were as busy as any in the 
world. She raised and exporteil cattle, 
living and cured; she exported leather, 
hides and wool, both raw and manufac- 
tured, and thise exportations were car- 
ried in Irish ships, built in Irish cities 
by the handa of Iriah mechanica aad 
laboreia, and tbeae ahipa carried thahr 
bwdena to Bngland, the Americui oido- 
aiaa, the aaticoa of thf Beat aad Weat of 
Europe aud the Orientt 

It is true that the Irlirii are both sen 
timental and warlike, but they were a 
manufacturing and a commercial people 
until the free trade policy of the King- 
dom to which her people are subject 
gained the mastery over her industries 
by combining the Parliamenta of Great 
Britain and Ireland in one. 

Looh at the map ig| Ireland and you 
wiDaee that of her thfaty-twb cooatiea 
nineteen are kiassd .by Uie waves; her 
navigable rivera flow down to the sea, 
and in her harbors may ride safely at 
anchor the fleets af the world. If ever 
nature intended a land to be a garden of 
industry, that land was Ireland; if ever 
land was favored by the God of nature, 
Ireland is that land, for she possesses 
climate and soil, men and women fitted 
for any arork that can be done in any 
land beneath the ana. 

In the debatea ia the Iriah ParUamtnt 
on the queation of naioo Heniy Otattan 
and Huaaey Bnrgh demanded foe Isrinad 
the right of free and unrestricted com- 
mercial intercourse with other nations, 
but when they spoke of free trade then 
the words did not convey the same mean- 
ing that that term does to<lay. Wliat 
they aonght was a release from the re- 
strictiona oa Iriah triule impoaed by the 
Britiah Parliamaiit Mtltha beaafit of aliea 
manufactnrefa. 

The hiatMlan, Mit«^lel],%i explanation 
of tbeae atatementa of prattan and Burgh, 
aaya: "They did nst mean that imports 
and exports ahoi^ beiree of duty to the 
State, but only that the fact of import 
and export itself should not be restrained 
by foreign laws; tbey meant that the 
duties to be derived should be impoaed 
by Irelaud'a own Parliament and in the 
aote intcreat of IreUnd haraeU. Thia dia- 



tiuctkm la the aion hapoctaat to be ob- 
served becanae modem five tradera have 
appealed to enlightened meta and cited 
the words of Grattan and his colleagues 

as an authority in favor of at>olition of 
import and export duties. The citation 
is by no means applicable." 

If one should doubt the truth of 
Mitchell's statement he has but to turn 
to the report of the meeting in Waterford 
held in 1779 and read the reaolntion there 
adopted. Reaolntiona of like kind were 
paaaed all over Ireland and tbey became 
so notorioua, their ^iect became ao 
marked that in qiite of the reatrictiona of 
Britiah legislation the trade of Ireland 
began to take on new life, and then it 
was that the struggle to amalgamate the 
Parliament of Ireland with that of Great 
llritain l>ecaine fiercer and continued to 
'^'age until in 1800 the articles of union 
w ere passed and signed. 

How often have we beard it aaid that 
■ the Irish fight the battlea of an OOQD- 
trice but their own?" aad while it ia true 
that Iriah ytiot has sttanaad the tide of 
battle and Iriab blood baa flowed upon 
the fields of all lands it has never been 
dishonorably she<l, and in the heart of 
every Irishman who has taken part in 
the wars of any of the nations of earth 
there lives the hope that the science of 
w.ir acquired on alien fields may one day 
oe turned to good account on the hills 
and plaina of his own native land. While 
the Iriah are regarded aa a warlike people 
they are caaeatiatty a ooauncRial, a bmu- 
ufactnriag aad aa agricnUnral people. 
Their art* were the arte of peace until 
treachery at hone and numbers from 
abroad broke down oppoaitian and welded 
the Irish Parliament to that of its sister 
kingdom across the channel. 

The Irish (|uestion tiMlay, put in a few 
words, is: Shell Ireland have a I'arlia- 
nient of her own through which to ex- 
press the will of het people? The strug- 
gle of late years has been around that one 
pivotal point, and aurely it ia not aakiug 
too much to give to Inland the aame 
righta now enjoyed by Canada and Aua- 
tralla. Call the roll of the Bngllah arm- 
ies now living and summon from the 
trenches her soldier ilead and nearly 
every other man will respond to an Irish 
name. This can not be said of the men 
of either Australia or Canada. When the 
destinies of Europe trembled in the bal- 
ance, when the red cross of England and 
the standard of Pruaaia met iu triumph 
on Waterloo, it waa an Irishman who led 
those combined armiea to victory, so that 
if for no other reaaon than bei^uae of 
gratitude for the valor of her acma Bng- 
land should mete out justice to her and 
her i)eople by the re-establishment of an 
Irish Parliament in College green. 

As I .said iu the bej^inniM^;, the Irish 
question is one that would take too much 
of3fOnrtime and attention to discuss on 
an occaaion like the present, and I will 
not weary you with a further reference to 
the Iriah people or Ireland. Let me aay 
a few words of the Iriah people of Amer- 
ica, and if what I aay shall atq>eal to you 
aa an attempt to give advice, bear with 
me and after leaving here think it over 
and see if some profit may not be derived 
front an H|'.;i1ication of the leSSOB in- 
tended to be couveyeii. 

Leaving the heroes of the battlefield to 
one side, let me direct your attention to 
an Irish hero ^o at the present time en- 
deavors to occupy the center of the atage, 
and who ralliea around him the nnthink- 
ing who might otherwiae be more profit- 
ably engaged. 

The Irish character is in a large meaa- 
ure judge<l by the men we thrust forward 
as our representatives, and who are they? 
I may l)e jjardoned if I say that the Cor- 
betts, the Mahers, the Sulltvans and 
others of the prize-ring, who represent 
the brutal rather than the refined in 
man, are pointed to as typical of Irish 
manhood and nationhood. 

I rode up to the Capitol aome time ago 
on an "P" atiaetcar. Two gentlemen 
sat bdiind me diacnssing varioua phaaea 
of our natiooal life. One of them casu- 
ally remarked that "the Irish are quick 
to leam but do not learn the best. They 
are given to drinking and prize-fighting 
and you rarely find one of them occupy- 
ing an exalted position." The conversa- 
tion w«a carried on until near the Capi- 
tol, and one of the gentlamaa naked nie 
a queation aa to the best aMuw of reach- 
ing the galleflea. I then had aa oppor- 
tunity of breaking in on the conversation, 
and look occaaaion to say to him that I 
bad been an unintentional but not unwill- 
ing listener to their discourse, and that if 
they would pardon nie I would suggest a 
visit to Arlington before they left Wash- 
ington; that if they iu doiug so would 
pass up and down the .serried columns of 
marble monuments erecteil to commemo- 
rate the heroism of men who lay under 
the sod, they would see sttoh aaaMa aa 
Murphy, Kelly, Rallerty, O'Doaaell, 
Campbell, C'RcOly. Calloa, Doherty, 
Shaugbneaay and O'Roorke; that if 
tbey took occaaion to carefully acrutinize 
the gate through which they passed they 
would see the name of Sheridan above it, 
not only as they entered, but on coming 
out as well. That the names they would 
read there testified to the deeds of 
patriotism of Irishmen aud sons of Irish- 
men, and were not inscribed upon tbeae 
stonea or monumenta be caua e of work 
done between the ropea of the ring of 
the priie-figbter. The honorable dia- 
tinction waa won on the field of battle in 
defenae of a nation'a life, and aurely 
every man who lovna hia country aad his 
country's flag should be willing to accord 
the poor meed of praise due to the dead 
who have uot died in vain. 

I was asked not long ago to deliver a 
lecture at a university on .some phase of 
the Irish question, and I have in mind 
several distinct types of the Irish charac- 
ter that I intend to apeak about and, 
strange aa it may appear to you, none of 
tbeae ever drew awotd on the field of 
battle. Noee ef them ever invaded the 
precincta of a prize ring, and all of them 
represeot the highest type of manhood 
and patriotiam. More than that, all of 
them may justly be claimed by ttie 
United States as well as Ireland. The 
men to whom I refer are John Boyle 
O'Reilly, A. J. H. Duganne, Theodore 
O'Hara, Charles G. Halpine and Father 
Ryan, the poet-priest of the South. 

The worda that flowed from the hearts

I shall 
leave that, however, to another time, 
and, directing your attention to one 
more duty — for it seems to me to lie a 
duty- will detain you no longer. 

We have been regardc<l as light- 
hearted, as frivolous, as jolly, an<l as 
gooil-natureil people, because we have 
permitted misrepre.sentation of the Irish 
character on printed page aa well aa on 
the mimic stage, and hereafter every 
person in whose veins flows a drop of 
Irish blood ahould refnae to patronize 
the stage on whi<di the Iriah character 
is repre-sented in other than a dignlfled 
and respectful manner. Bear in mind 
that we are judge<l according to our acts; 
that the estimate ■ which we ourselves 
place upon our actions will not be en- 
hanced or added to by others, and, if we 
frown down attempta to belittle the Irish 
character, no oae will attempt to belittle 
it ia future.

While the en- 
gine which WHS to bring the train back to 
Limerick was shunting it apiiearenlly 
faile<i lo take the points and was thrown 
on its side. AU efforts to place it on the 
raib proved fruitless, and another engine 
was wired for to Umerick. It waa 3: IT) 
on Wednesday morning before the train 
atarted and the half-fandshed ezcursion- 
isU did not Kach Limerick till 4:30. 

Much regret was occasioned in Wex- 
ford on Thursday by the news of the 
death of William Pettit, Rathmore, which 
occurred at bis residence that day, after 
a long and ted tons illness. The deceased 
was a prominent figure in Nationalist 
drclea in the County Wexfofd for many 
years and was a man wboae bononUe 
and upright character commanded for 
him the respect and esteem of all clasees. 
He was a well known and popular mem- 
l)er of the Wexford I'ooi Law Hoard and 
District Council, and prior lo his recent 
illness always nianifesle<l the deepest in- 
terest in administrative affairs in the 
county. 

On Wednesday, before Justice Bojd, in 
the matter of the esUte of Mra. Mary 

Anne Murphy, of Sunnybank, Merrion, 
money lender, deceased, who left assets 
to the amount of between /xo.lKK) anil 
/9(i,(MH(, and in which llie |>riDcipal 
claimants are Mrs. Cornelia Russell, 
daughter of deceased, who claims ^40,- 
000 as a donatio mortis causa and /2,500 
cash, and Thomas Joyce, an elder ion of 
the deceased, Mrs. Maria Josephine Rat- 
cliff, of Doncaater, and William P. Mur 
phy, of Hull, who are grandchihlren of 
the deceased, ware giaatcd letters of ad- 
ministration, the letters to be impounded 
pending subsequent proceedings 

Coroner Byrne held an incjuest in the 
Jervis-street Ilospital on the remains of a 
HtUe boy named Patrick Harbourne, 
whose parents reside on Mabbot street, 
and who was knocked down in Talbot 
street by a Dublin electric train and so 
seriously injured that he died in a few 
momenU after admission to the hospital, 
where he had been conveye<l imme- 
diately. The jury found the decease<l 
dietl from coma following fracture of the 
skull, cause<l by tjeiug accidentally 
knoc',ted down by the train. They ex- 
onerated the driver from all blame and 
recommended the parents of the child to 
the kind consideration of the tramway 
company. 

An old woman nauied Mary Hobaon, 

residing at Aughrim, in the bounty 
Wicklow, made a desperate attempt toend 
her life on Monday. It appears that the 
unfortunate woman -who is aged about 
sixty, and ha.s been somewhat eccentric 
for some time iutlii:te<i a terrible gaah 
on her throat with a razor, severing the 
windpipe. Dr. O'Gormau, the medical 
officer, was called in immediately and he 



tried to staunch the wouuda. Owing to 
the fact that the wiodpipe waa aarefedlie 
insectsd in the woman's throat aa artifi- 
cial tuba. ' So far the woman baa not 
expired, but her condition ia of such a 
serious character that her death ia ex- 
pected at any time. 

At the .VuguHt meeting of the Kerry 
County Hoard on Saturday Secretary 
Thomas O'SuUivsn moved a resolution 
that the board approve of the project for 
the erection of a memorial in Tralee to 
commemorate the danntleaa lacrificca 
which the men of >98 made in behalf of 
the indestructible principles of Irish na- 
tionalism. He said the board could sub- 
scribe I'iW or f-'idf) to the ,)roject in aid of 
it, and a committee, to be called the '98 
memorial committee, could undertake to 
collect subscriptions to make up the bal- 
ance. It was unanimously decided that 
a memorial committee be formed imme- 
diately to push forward the project and 
the resolution passed. 

Much excitement was occasioned on 
Wexford quay Thurs«lay by the extra- 
orilinarv behavior of a young man named 
John l)'>!urt\. of AMny street, who 
made several attempts at suiciile. In 
the first instance as a 'bus was driven by 
at a fast pace he deliberately threw him- 
self on the ground before it, and escaped 
injury only by a miracle. Just at this 
moment the Roaslare train was pro- 
ceeding at a slow rate along the quay, 
and getting on his feet Doherty rushed 
toward it and stretched himself right 
across the track. Fortunately the engine 
driver witnessed tlie mad act and suc- 
cee<led in slowing up the train not a mo- 
ment too soon. I'oilcd ill these two at- 
tempts Doherty riubed to the (juajs'de 
and before he could be prevented threw 
himself into the water, but he was 
promptly rescued by Harbor Constable 
Keboe, who conveyed him to the police 
barrack. 

In the early hours of Sunday morning 
a house on the grazing form of .SteijUeii 
Matthews at DerrindufT, near Hirr, was 
discovered to be on fire. It was at the 
time an unoccupied building and used as 
a herd's residence. The neighboring 
farmai* all turned ^ut and labored for 
hoora to save the structure, but in vain, 
and the bouse waa tnully destroyed 
under drOMnatancea that negative the 
theory of the occurrence having been the 
result of accident. The Crinkle constab- 
ulary <iuickly arrested a man who on the 
previous day use<l abusive language when 
Matthews was putting cattle on the land, 
but when brought 1>efore Justice Woods 
he waa discharged. The occurrence has 
created an intense feeling of indignation 
in the district, aa Matthews, the pro- 
prietor of the well known hotel that bears 
his name, is exceedingly popular among 
all classes, and the sympathy felt for him 
is all the deeper now beeanae he ia an in- 
valid. 

Widespread regret has been oocarioned 
in County Waterford by the death of 
Robert Crotty, son of ivdward Crolty, of 
Ballindough. The deceased, who be- 
longed to one of thie moat respectable 
families in the county, bad been for nine 
or ten years in the service of the Munster 
and Leinster Rank, having served in 
Dublin, Cork, Limerick, Tallow and 
Ma< r<>oiii. »)wing to ill-liealth he severed 
bis coiiiiectioii with the bank some time 
ago Hiiil went to recuperate at his mother's 
place. He was gradually improving, 
when be met with a cycling accident 
which cut short bis life. Toward the end 
of July, while cycling down the atcep 
hill at Glaamore. be ia su pp oaad to hate 
loat control of hia macbioe. He was 
found on the raaMdc ataanad and 
bleeding, and though he received every 
aid he died in less than a week. He was 
interred in the family burying ground at 
I"enor. Prior to the funeral sermon mass 
for the repose of his soul was offered at 
Fenor church, Father Murphy, of Water- 
ford, a cousin, being the celebrant, as- 
siatad by Fathers Burtce and Haiaett. 

Coroner Bogan, Coroner for South 
Wexford, held an inquest on the body of 
a bread car driver named Thomas O'Brien, 
who die<l as the result of a fall from his 
car on the road some miles from Wex- 
ford. It appears that after the fall, which 
broke his spine, the deceased was allowed 
to remain lying -in the ditch all night, 
although he was visited by several par- 
ties from tbe immediate aeighbothood. 
They declared that a commerdal traveler 
on hia way to Wexfotd promiaed to send 
out a car for deceased, who when he re- 
covered consciousness refused to be 
stirred until the arrival of the car. There 
seems to have been some misuuderbtand- 
ing, however, for the car never came, 
and it was not until his wife, being ap- 
prised of the (K i urrence, drove out next 
morning thai li< was removed to the 
County Infirmary, where he died shortly 
afterward. A verdict of acddental death 
was returned. Cocker Bogan also held 
an inqucat on tbe nody of a child named 
Bileen Dunne, of Fl^mell street, aged one 
year and eight months, who was acd- 
dcBtally drained In a tub containing 
only six inches of [water, and a similar 
verdict w as rend
